Uninstructed! 

Georgia’s voice is heard. 

The Empire State of the South has 
spoken for democracy and tariff reform 
and financial relief—for the demands of 
the people. 

Has spoken in compliment to the admin- 
istration of Grover Cleveland, but spoken 
at the same time for an uninstructed, 
unpledged and untrammeled delegation 
to Chicago. And that delegation is made 
up of men a majority of whom have 


been pronounced in their belief that it 


would be party suicide to make Grover 
Cleveland the nominee. 

Not soon will yesterday’s convention be 
forgotten by those who participated in 
its excitement, its debates, its filibuster- 
ing. 

All day long the state capitol was a 
scene of bustle and confusion. From 
mountains to sea Georgia had emptied 
her politicians upon those marble floors 
and the towering dome echoed with the 
din of jokes, laughier and heated debates 
from morning till late last night. 

The most notable feature of the make- 
up of the convention was the conspicuous 
absence of as many farmer delegates as 
are usually to be found at these conven- 
tions. : : 
The most striking and, perhaps, the 
most amusing item about the operation 
of the convention was the spirit of “rule 
or ruin“ that characterized the efforts of 
a few well known arrogant politicians. 

And c@rtain it is that the most trium- 
phant victory of the entire day was that 
achieved by Hon. Seaborn Wright, of 
Rome, and Hon. W. Y. Atkinson, of Cow- 
eta, when, with the fire of honest loyalty 
and rightful indignation in their eyes, 
they sprang upon their desks 
and with eloquence matchless 
and true, in the face of 
a Cleveland majority, whipped out the 
aforesaid political wire pullers in their 
attempt to break a life-long custom and 

rob the congressional districts of their 
Sovereign right to elect their own dele 
gates to the national convention. 

With no right save might this attempt 
to snatch away from the districts their 
right of sovereignty was made; but that 

effort failed ignominiously, and before 
the reaction. had fully begun to be felt, 

Mr. Hoke Smith, who was urging such 

an iniquitous policy so vigorously, was 

made to feel very much disposed to re- 
mark that he was sorry he spoke, so sig- 
nal was his defeat. 

Hon. Seaborn Wright, the silver- 
tongued orator and gifted young states- 
man from Rome, led the fight on this 
attempt at dictatorship, and so vigorous 
was his defense of the districts thus at- 
tacked—because they had chosen to put 
out anti-Cleveland men—and so flagrant 
‘Was the attempt to throttle them that 
Hon. H m. W. Y. Atkinson, chairman 
of the state democratic committee, who 
Was not a delegate to the convention 
and had no right to be heard, went out 


and procured a proxy from a departing: 


delegate, and in less time than it takes 
to tell it, rushed back, leaped upon a desk 
and poured a volley of hot shot into the 
leading advocate of such an ‘unheard-of 
policy. 

He was a good match for the gifted 
young Roman, and before he had finished 
Mr. Smith and the rest were more than. 
rea iy to withdraw all they had said. The 
fight was whipped. 

Mr. Wright cannot be too highly praised

of Georgia. He was quick to speak out 
against such dictatorship and warned 


the leaders to take the consequences it 


they proceeded to the usurpation of the 
districts’ right to elect just because they 
happened to have a slight majority in the 
convention hall. . 

Mr. Atkinsou's rally and assistance in 
warding off such an attempt before it 
was put to a vote likewise won golden 
opinions for him among all loyal demo- 
crats in Georgia. :

THE DAY'S WORK. 


Record of the Morning and Afternoon Session 
of the Convention. 5 
Hon. W. Y. Atkinson, chairman of the 
state democratic executive committee, 
celled the convention to order at precisely 
12 o'clock, and opened the business of 
the day with a speech, which commanded 
close attention, and was frequently ap- 
plauded. He began by saying: Mem- 
bers of the democratic convention, of the 
state of Georgia: I need nothing more 
to assure me that the people of Georgia 
are loyal to the principles of the party 
of Jefferson and Jackson than to logk up- 
on their representation here today. Two 
years ago the people, not of Georgia alone, 
but of the American union, passed upon 
the issues between the two great. political 
parties, and, by an overwhelming majority, 
declared that the republican party should 
pass from power, and that the adminis- 
tration of the affairs of this great re- 
public should be entrusted to the demo- 
cratic party of America, waiting only the 
coming election in order that this dictate 
might be carried out. We have, of late 
while waiting, had it heralded abroad 
through Georgia, and throughout this un- 
ion, that the people of Georgia were rend 
to desert the grand old party and to. fol- 
low after, not the teachings of the wise 
men of the east, but to follow after the 
teachings of the wise men and women 
from the west. (Applause and laughter.) 
With this flaunted in the faces of the 
democracy of Georgia, the committee to 
whom you had entrusted your own inter- 
ests, met in this capital and called upon 
the true democrats of Georgia to rally to 
the standard of the old party, and that 
call was answered, from the mountains to 
the seacoast, by a true and loyal democracy 
that has aroused an enthusiasm such as 
has not been known in Georgia in twenty 
years. (Applause. Returning, we went 
to work with the true, the pure and en- 
thusiastic and earnest democrats of Geor- 
gia, and we have demoralized the énemy, 
and are driving them from the field.?“ 
He said that much depended upon the 
action of this fonvention. If you are con- 
aoa § if you are fair and conservative,” 
he said, “it will bear good fruit in this 
contest. Let me entreat you, then, to be 
harmonious, to be conciliatory, and to be 
wise. In the action of this convention and

He spoke of the tariff as, in his opinion, 
the great issue before the people. “I am 
not one of those who believe in ignoring 
any issue that strikes at the vital interests 
of the. people,” said Chairman Atkinson, 
‘but I do know, and I proclaim it here, 
that the issue upon which we must win or 
lose must be represented by a candidate 
that will be declared to be true to that 
principle. If, in the coming election, this 
plan is followed out, Georgia will be safe 
to democracy. She will, by an over- 
whelming majority, elect, if he is the nomi- 
nee of the party, that great ex-president, 
Grover Cleveland—(great applause)—and 
will, if he is the nominee of the democratic 
party, elect, by an overwhelming majority, 
the great senator from New York, David 
Bennett Hill. (Great cheering and wavy- 
ing of hats and handkerchiefs.) Geor- 
gians are not the worshipers of men; 
Georgians—the democratic party of Geor- 
gia—are not at the shrine of men, but they 
worship at the shrine of principle, and 
upon these principles in this contest we will 
win with any honest, true and capable 
democrat that the national convention nom- 
inates. (Applause.) 

“Let us look, then, to the national con- 
vention to give us a man who. will repre- 
sent the principles of the party, and old 
Georgia will rally to the polls and i 
an overwhelming, old-time, democratic ma- 
jority; and in this mission we will triumph 
as he will triumph in Georgia, because, as 
I believe in God, I believe that the ea 
of the right will triumph, and I believe 
that the cause of democracy is the cause 
of the common people of America, from 
ocean to ocean. (Applause.) With such a 
platform and such a 5, the democratic 
host will marshal every force and drive 
from wie field their old enemy, the repub- 
licans, and will bury the third party in a 
grave so deep that it will never know the 
dawn or the sunshine or me morning of 
resurrection. (Applause.) I declare this

Financial Keform. 

In a speech ringing with eloquence and 
sound thought, Hon. Martin V. Calvin, of 
Richmond, seconded the nomination of 
Hon. James W. Robertson, of Habé@rsham. 

J have listened,“ said he, to the speech 
of our chairman with very great interest. 
And; with due respect to our honorable 
chairman, I think he unwittingly omitted 
half that he might have said. second 
the nomination of Mr. Robertson because’ 
he represents the great principle of tariff 
reform. But, more than that, because he 
represents that principle which cannot be 
disregarded by this convention, nor by any 
other national convention—the great priv 
ciple of financial relief.” 

Terrific and long-continued applause 
greeted this utterance, @ the wildest 
scene ensued. Hats, handkerchiefs, papers 
and fans were thrown into the air, and it 
was several minutes before Mr. Calvin 
could continue. 

“These two go hand in hand,” Mr. Calvin 
went on. when quiet was restored. It 
has been said that measures are more im- 
portant than men, and no man can shut his. 
eyes to the fact that there is no such 
thing as a single issue in this campaign.” 

Mr. Calvin sat down amid thunderous 
applause from all parts of the hall, and 
from the galleries. 

Fulton's Two Delegations. 

At the close of Mr. Calvin’s speech, Mr. 
Clark Howell addressed the chairman from 
the eorner of the house where Fulton’s 
delegation was sitting. 

Mr. Hooper Alexander sprang to his feet 
and made the point of order that Mr. 
Howell was not a delegate to the conven- 
tion. 

Quick as lightning, Hon. James F. 
O'Neill jumped up and made the same 
point in the case of Mr. Alexander. 

Chairman Atkinson recognized Mr. 
Howell. 

J simply arise,“ said Mr. Howell, “to 
move that the clerk now proceed to call 
the roll for the election of a chairman. 
The nominations have been numerously 
seconded.” 

“The chair will not now pass upon the 
question of.which of the two delegations 
claiming to represent Fulton in this con- 
vention,” said Chairman Atkinson, ‘‘is the 
proper one. That gill be settled after the 
vote is taken upon Prima facie evidence.“ 

Colonel Livingston, who headed the New- 
ton delegation, was recognized. I want 
to suggest,“ said he, that when the call 
of counties is made that if there are any 
contesting delegations that they be passed 
over and afterwards referred to the proper 
committee.“ 

The chairman ruled that he had no au- 
thority to refer contests to any committee. 
When a county from which there is a con- 
test is called, the delegations would send 
their testimonials to the chairman. The 
temporary chairman, he said, would ap- 
point a committee on _ credentials, to 
which would be referred all contests.

It is a crying evil, the evil of taxation, 
under Which you suffer. Lou do not realize 
how you are taxed. The very bed you lie 
upon at night is taxed, the shoes in which 
you walk by day, the hat that covers your 
head, and the garments in which you are 
clothed, the chair in which you sit at the 
table when you eat your meals, the knife 
and fork, the plates, the cups and saucers, 
all are taxed and taxed heavily. The very 
glass through which the light of heaven en- 
ters, the cradle in which your infant slumb- 
ers, and the coffin in which you are laid to 
rest are both taxed; and the crowning in- 
famy of this iniquitous scheme is that it is 
contrived so that the poor pay more than 
their proportionate part.

This is about as I expected. When a 
preacher is caught in the act of circulating 
and affirming a malicious He about his 
brother, and plainly told of it, what else 
could he say? I commend your worldly wis- 
dom, doctor, while I commiserate your lack 
of Christian manhood. 

Just one word, doctor, in answer to your 
choice additional epithet, “‘blackguard,” and 
I, too, am done with you. Not once in this 
affair have I been the aggressor. 

I have each time simply tried to defend my- 
self among strangers from slanders for which 
you and a few others were responsible. 

As I passed through Atlanta May 3d, I was 
asked to give out the facts in this case so 
damaging to you. I declined, saying I came 
south for fun, not for fight, on this trip. 
But on returning to Atlanta Monday, the 8th, 
to fill my lecture engagement, I found my 
friends from North Carolina, and, indeed, all 
over the south, indignant at the brutal as- 
saults you and others, they declared, were 
making behind my back in the convention. 
My friends, in opposition to my desires, in- 
sisted that in justice to my character and 
their love and friendship I should at least 
state the facts in the case. This I did as 
kindly as I could to you, on the night of the 
lecture. 

Now, what did you do? After stooping 
to the ineffable meanness of attempting to 
have cancelled my engagement to lecture in 
the city on Monday night, you arose in the 
convention and disclaimed personal responsi- 
bility for hostile action toward me. After this, 
in an interview published at the same time 
in The Constitution, you launched at me a 
tirade of personal abuse. You indulged in the 
choicest billingsgate, blackguardism and false- 
hood, as I have pointed out. And now, with 
a smile of assinine dignity, you bombastically 
decline to reply to my answer to your assault, 
in which I call a spade a space. Truly you are 
a great man! 

I have been on the defensive from the be- 
ginning of this controversy—from the day I 
first put myself in Hawthorne’s hands in my 
personal telegram down to this answer to 
his epithet, blackguard.“ 

I did not go south in an aggressive atti- 
tude.” I went south with a kodak and a 
baby. And they absorbed my time from Tues- 
day, May 3d, to Monday, the 9th, when, on 
reaching Atlanta, I crossed Dr. Hawthorne's 
trail of slime. 


I simply went to Georgia to photograph the 


scenes of the happiest days of my younger 
manhood, where I met, wooed and won my 
fair Georgia bride—fairer and dearer to me to- 
day than when I saw her face lit with love's 
first answer. I have a right to go to Geor- 
gia. The most priceless treasure of my heart 
she gave me. The sweetest dreams of my 
life are redolent with the perfume of her 
Gowers and echo with the music of her rivers. 
Georgia blood flows in the veins of my chil- 
dren. My first born opened his eyes to the 
light of earth by a Georgia fireside. And if 
I ever ask permission again to enter her 
borders of a superannuated sectional ass, may 
God forgive my folly! 

I have no grudge against Atlanta to ex- 

Were I in search of a 

sensation, this affair would be, and is 
already, too big a joke to furnish even the 
mildest sensation of a day in this latitude.

How a New York Editor Fixed One of His

Said he, Make a story of it and hand it in 
at the office for tomprrow’s paper.“ Dur- 
ing the evening I wrote out a pretty full re- 
port of the sermon, taking pains not to give 
any undue sensational coloring to it, and ac- 
companied it with a sketchy account of Mr. 
Dixon’s career. 
Glancing over the paper next morning, 
what was my surprisé to discover that 
in the place of my report was a highly 
sensational, and it is needless to add, a 
decidedly distorted and unfair account of 
Mr. Dixon's sermon. I carried it to my 
friend, the managing editor, in whose place 
a Sunday substitute had served the day 
before, and he smiled as he said: Sensa- 


tions, my boy, take precedence over sense 


in a New York newspaper office; facts give 
way to fancy every time, unless it is one 
of those cases where truth is stranger than 
fiction.”

State Banks. 

A dozen years ago, when The Consti- 
tution began to advocate the rehabilita- 
tion of state banks of issue, as a simple 
and effectual remedy for the financial 
depression which has become chronic in 
the south since the war,, it stood prac- 
tically alone. The subject was no sooner 
broached than the most active of our 
esteemed contemporaries let fly at us with 
loud cries of “wildcat” banks, and there 
was considererable of an uproar among 
those who are not in the habit of under- 
standing matters for themselves. 

But the whirligig of time has changed 
matters somewhat. The question of state 
banks has become one of reasonable and 
serious discussion. We hear less of the 
ignorant cry of “wildcat” banks; and 
there is a growing tendency to consider 
the question on its merits as at least 
a partial remedy for the situation which 
is growing more and more intolerable at 
the south as the gold dollar increases in 
value. 

Thus it is that after the lapse of a 
dozen years The Constitution finds itself 
in what the financiers call very good 
company. Some of the leading south- 
ern newspapers are advocating the revival 
of the state banking system; The New 
York Financial Chronicle devotes a long 
editorial to the question; and The New 
York Evening Post discusses it in a seri- 
ous and not unfriendly fashion. 

These are hopeful signs. They show 
beyond all question that public sentiment 
in the financial centers is adjusting itself 
to the demands which the agricultural 
regions are making in behalf of a system 
and a currency better fitted to the needs 
of the people. The Evening Post seems 
to be of the opinion that the movement 
in the south in favor of state banks of 
issue is an alternative to free coinage. 
But this is a mistake. The two supple- 
ment each other. When the monomet- 
allists declare that the free coinage of* 
silver will flood the country, the reply 
is that the state banks will absorb it 
and hold it as a reserve fund, just as the 
more favored institutions at the north 
hold gold, bonds and treasury notes. 
Tet The Evening Post may rest assured 
that a properly guarded system of state 
banks of issue would kill the fiat money 
heresy which the bull-headed and the 
narrow-minded policy of the mongrel in- 
terests of the north threatens to make 
popular. The people have an idea that 
these moneyed interests of the north are 
in favor of nothing but the increase of 
the value of the gold dollar and the con- 
traction of the paper currency. This idea 
is causing a deep-seated feeling of discon- 
tent, and it will develop a tendency to 
take matters in their own hands and 
engage in some reckless legislation. We 
have thought that the money-power 
would take warning when it is too late, 
but The Financial Chronicle and The 
Evening Post intimate that there is a 
tendency to permit the people to induige 
in state banks and thus secure a currency 
which cannot be diverted from its uses

Municipal Tax Rates. 

From time to time, when some public 
improvement is suggested in an American 
city its opponents raise the cry that they 
are paying the highest tax rate in the 
country, and cannot afford to have it 
increased. This was the talk in Memphis 
until recently, when The Appeal-Ava- 
lanche boldly declared that Memphis had 
a very low tax rate compared with that 
of many other cities, it being only $1.75. 

The New York Financial Chronicle 
comes to the relief of the Memphis 
paper, and gives the tax rate of the 
following fifty cities, for 1890 or later: 

New York, $1.90; Chicago, $4.35; Philadel- 
phia, $1.85; Brooklyn, $2.56; St. Lovis, 
$1.50; Boston, $1.26; Baltimore, $1.55; San 
Francisco, $1.61; Cincinnati, $2.85; Cleveland, 
$2.83: Buffalo, $1.46; New Orleans, $2.02; 
Pittsburg, $1.50; Washington, $1.50; Detrolt, 
$1.67; Milwaukee, $2.25; Newark, $1.82; Min-

Cities with an average rate, and Atlan- 
ta is one of them, are enjoying a steady 
growth, with no booming on the one 
hand nor depression on the other. 

Perhaps these figures will suggest other 
matters connected with the status of these 
fifty cities.

All white men feel that in su¢ h crimes 
the safety of society demands swift and 
horrible punishment in order to inspire 
a wholesome fear among the dangerous 

Class of negroes. All white men take this 


view, whether they are native south- 
erners or northern men who have made 


their homes among us. Outside opinion 
we can neither consider nor respect in a 
case of such supreme necessity.

negroes have been lynched in Georgia for 
the murder of a white man. The provoca-

Previous Occasions Upon Which Catholic 
Priests Have Figured inthe House 
and the Senate, 


Washington, May 18.—(Special.)—The 
gnti-Harrison senators have been very 
busy today telling about recent conver- 
gations had with Secretary Blaine. 
It is said that within the last ten days 
go less than eight republican members 
pave asked Mr. Blaine if he would de- 
gline, in case the Minneapolis convention 
ted him. That question has been 
put to him point blank. The report goes 
gut that he has positively declined to say 
that he would refuse a whooping nomi- 
pation. An account of ay interview which 
Senator Cameron had with Mr. Blaine 
is given. The meeting took place last 
Saturday in front of Mr. Blaine's res- 
dence. Said Cameron: 

“Mr. Blaine, the republican convention 
at Minneapolis is going to nominate you. 
Of that there is no doubt. You will be 
chosen by acclamation, despite your re- 
cent letter on the subject-of the republi- 
ean nomination. Now, what are you go- 
ing to do about it?“ 

Mr. Blaine laughed, and, saluting Cam- 
eron with an upward movement of his 
arm, went into his house. 

The Question of His Health. 

Secretary Blaine’s appearance at the 
funeral of Senator Barbour yesterday 

‘afternoon was the subject of universal 
comment. He came into the senate cham- 
ber leaning on the arm of Secretary Fos- 
ter. He looked anything but a well man. 
His step was inelastic and there was a 
general sluggishness about his movements 
which indicated the low state of his 
vitality. 

The pallor of his face was absolutely 
ghastly. His whole appearance presented 
a marked contrast to his appearance at 
the circus a few days ago, when he ate 
peanuts and drank pink lemonade. Then, 
his face was flushed, his spirits seemed 
high, and the general appearance he 
made was that he was in excellent health. 
The marked difference between his ap- 


pearance then and his appearance today 


indicates what a change a few days will 
produce and how his vitality ebbs and 
flows. | 

At the circus last week he looked as if 
he could split rails. At the funeral he 
looked as if he was on the verge of total 
collapse. Yet, withal, Mr. Blaine looked 
infinitely better than he did in January 
on the occasion of Senator Plumb's 
funeral. During the progress of the im- 
pressive funeral ceremonies of the Cath- 
olic church Mr. Blaine appeared extreme- 
ly restless. He shifted his position fre- 
quently, and his hands worked nervously 
and convulsively. He spoke to Secretary 
Foster once or twice in an undertone, and 
there seemed to be à sort of twitching 
of the muscles of his mouth. The one thing, 
however, which attracted general atten- 
tion, and which gave the lie to his other- 
wise broken-down appearance was the 
undimmed luster of his eye. Blaine’s eyes 
have always been the remarkable feature 
of his countenance. Yesterday they were 
as bright and piercing as stars. No one 
who viewed the scene, however, could 
fail to contrast Mr. Blaine’s appearance 
with that of the other presidential candi- 
dates in the chamber. Over on his left 
stood Senator Sherman—tall, erect, im- 
movable. The thin senator, although eight 
years Blaine’s senior, looked as tough as 
a hickory stick. 

Mr. Sherman is one of the best pre- 
served men in public life. There is not an 
ounce of superfluous flesh on his tall 
angular frame, and time does not seem 
to be able to bend, much less break him. 
Near Sherman stood Senator John M. 
Palmer. of IIlinois, twelve years Mr. 
Blaine’s senior, strong and rugged look- 
ing. The younger aspirants for the presi- 
dential nomination—Hill, Reed, Brice, 
Gorman and Aliison—all looked strong 
aud vigorous, and if any man had been 
called on to hame the man in the chamber 
who looked worse from a physical stand- 
point, nine out of ten would have 
answered Blaine. 

Many an admirer of the plumed kpight 
looked down upon him and went away 
from the capitol sadly thinking that Mr. 
Blaine’s days were numbered. 


Looking Into Early History. 
Naturally, the services attracted the 
closest attention, and there were many 
looks from one to another in the crowded 
chamber as for the first time in the his-

Today information has been 
reczived from several portions pf the 
state to the effect that the senator is being 
enthusiastically endorsed by the county 
conventions. Mr. Faulkner is very popular 
in the senate with the members of both 
parties. 

Brice Will Be a Candidate. 

It seems to be settled that another 
United States senator is going to take 
a tentative boom to Chicago. He is Sena- 
tor Brice of Ohio. One of Brice's lieu- 
tenants, Lewis Bernard, of Cincinnati, 
has been in the city for a day or two. He 
has been very quiet, but today admitted 
that Senator Brice had his eye upon the 
Ohio democratic delegation, and that the 
pipes were being laid to send a delegation 
to Chicago. Senator Brice has the back- 
ing of John R. McLean, and the anti- 
Cleveland wing of the party in the state. 

Another of his lieutenants was in the 
city today. He is _ ex-Representative 
Lefevre. He was asked if the Ohio dele- 
gation was to be for Cleveland. He re 
plied: “It is to be neither for Cleveland 
nor Cleveland’s heir, ex-Governor Camp- 
bell. It is to be for Senator Brice.” 
The fact that the senator is himself 
a candidate for the democratic nomina- 
tion has net until now been known, 
although there have been some hints that 
he might come forth in that attitude.

The First Victim. 

The first victim was Mrs. Haynes, wife 
of Dr. Henry Haynes, one of Denison’s 
most prominent and respected citizens, 
in both business and social life. Mrs. 
Haynes was assassinated while alone in 
her home, or else taken forcibly from it 
and put to death by her captor outside 
and near the house. The residence of Dr. 
Haynes is just outside the city limits, on 
Woodlawn boulevard, two miles south- 
west of the city hall. ; 

A Young Girl Slain. 

Five hours later, in the heart of the city, a 
beautiful young lady, Miss Teenie Hawley, 
was also shot and killed by some unknown 
person. Miss Hawley was killed without a 
word of warning in the privacy of her room, 
in her mother’s cottage home. 

Between the hours when these foul assassina- 
tions cecurred, in a still and far distant sec- 
tion of the city, two women were laid low by 
an assassin’s bullet. These last two were 
inmates of bagnios. 

How the Tragedies Were Enacted. 


The assassin shot and killed Mrs. | 
Hayres during the abserce of her husband 
at an Elk lodge. Whea bis victim was dead 
the murderer took her gold watch and chain, 
diamond earrings, and proceeded to the 
Hawley residence, where he shot Miss Haw- 
ley, who was seated on the bed with her 
mother when the assassin’s bullet came 
through the screen: Tue murderer had pre- 
viously entered the girl’s sleeping room, 
whence she fled to her mother for protection. 

The assissin then directed his steps to the 
bagnio of Madame Rivers, where he fired 
through the window, killing Maude Kramer. 
After this he crossed to the next street, where 
he mortally wounded Rose Stewaft, who was 
ready to retire to her room at Madame 
Williams’s. This fatal shot was fired from 
the sidewalk, the ball entering beneath the 
right arm. 

These four foul murders have created in- 
tense excitement, which is increased by the 
fact that there is no clue to the criminal. 
Hundreds of armed men are searching for the 
murderer, aided by the sheriff and county 
officers. Blood hounds have been brought 
into service, but so far without success. Sev- 
eral arrests have been made, but the guilty 
mau is believed to be still at large.

Marietta has donned her holiday apparel 
to meet these messengers of “mercy, 
peace and love,” and bid them a cordial 
welcome to the city and to the homes and 
hearts of its people, and an air of pleased 
expectancy is upon their faces as they watch 
for the delegates assigned to them. 

They Are Well Received. 

The reception committee has established 
headquarters in the same block with the 
Kennesaw hotel, just opposite where the 
north-bound passenger coaches on the 
Western and Atlantic railroad come to a 
full stop, and from that point the delegates 
are easily directed to their respective homes. 

The reception committee is: E. Fan, 
B. R. Legg, J. S. Stewart, Jr., P. R. Cor- 
telyon, W. H. Trezvant, M. R. Lyon, W. 
S. N. Neal, M. M. Sessiogg, J. R. Green, 
W. L. Sessions, John T. ntley and R. 
D. T. Lawrence. 

The attendance is large and the body 
bids fair to be larger than at any conven- 
tion herefofore held, and the representa- 
tion is remarkably fine, and among its mem- 
bers fre some of the most prominent 
Christian workers in the state. Our 
governor, Hon. W. J. Northen, is on the 
programme for an address during the con- 
vention, and distinguished Sunday school 
workers from a distance are and will be 
here. 

Mr. William Shaw, state secretary.of the 
Florida Sunday School Association, is here 
and delivered a soul-stirring address this 
morning. ; 

Mr. William Reynolds, of Peoria, IIIs., 
superintendent of the organization of the 
international Sunday school committee, 
will be present. 

Called to Order, 

Promptly at 10 o’clock the committee 
Presbyterian 
‘church. A full house greeted Rev. M. A. 
Mathews, who led in a short service of de- 
votion, in which he was ably assisted by the 
fine singing under the leadership of Profes- 
sor A. J. Showwalter. 

The officers then took charge of the con- 
vention for the transaction of business. 
Mr. J. W. Wheatley, of Americus, is the 
efficient president; Mr. Scott Warren, of 
Americus, Ga., is secretary, and Mr. A. 
B. Carrier, of Atlanta, is treasurer. 

In the absence of Hon. A. S. Clay, who 
is in attendance upon court, Hon. M. M. 
Sessions delivered the address of welcome. 

To this the president responded in elo- 
quent, heartfelt terms. 

Mr. Reppard’s Report. 

Mr. Reppard, of Savannah, chairman of 
the state executive committee, also re- 
sponded in one of his most eloquent efforts. 

The convention then proceeded with the 
business before it, and the usual commit- 
tees were appointed. 

Reports were read by the president, 
chairman of the executive committee and 
secretary, They were all good and were 
adopted. 

That of the president revealed the fact 
that more than one half of the children of 
Georgia are still out of the Sunday school, 
and that 83 per cent of the church mem- 
bership comes from the Sunday school. 

That of the chairman of the executive 
committee showed that the state was divid- 
ed into thirty-one Sunday school districts, 
each composed of three or more counties, 
and took up each district seriatim to briefly 
show its condition. It begins by saying: 
“Speaking from a personal standpoint we 
do not think there ever has been a year 
in our lives fer which we ought to be any 
more grateful to Him whom we love to 
worship and serve than the one just pass- 
ing into memory,” and it then summarizes 
the condition: as follows: 

As will be seen by a careful review of 
this report from the various districts in the 
state, you will find that we have succeeded 
by persistent efforts in at least hearing 
from every district in the state. At our 
last convention we had reports from only 
twenty-one districts. You will also see 
that we have held two district conven- 
tions and that there are fifty-three coun- 
ties organized, a slight decrease from last 
year’s report. 

During the year we have made no special 
efforts toward securing statistical informa- 
tion from last year’s report, which showed:

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The Attorneys for Porter Stocks Will 
„ Move for a New Trial. 


A SHORT TALK WITH THE PRISONER. 


He :Denies Making the Statement That 
Holland Was Equally as Guilty 
as Himself in the Case. 


The end of the Stocks case has not yet 


been reached. 

A jury, it is true, has found him guilty of 
the crime of murder, but there is still left 
the right of appealing for a new trial. 

First, to the presiding judge of the trial 
court; and in the event he refuses, to the su- 
preme court of the state of (reorgia. 

The lawyers who engineered the defense 
will make an earnest effort and leave no 
stone unturned to save the neck of their 
clier t. 

A motion for a new trial is now being | 
carefully prepared by Stocks’s lawyers, and | 
they will make it formally before the court 
within the next few days. 

Among the grounds on which the motion 
for a new trial will be urged, will be the 
crowded condition of the courtroom during 
the argument of Solicitor Hill, and the ef- 
fect of their demonstrutions upon the jury. 

It will also be insisted that the court 
erred in allowing Cassin’s statement to Mrs. 
Echols to be treated as a dying declaration, 
and in excluding certain testimony that was 
legally admissible. Many other reasons will, 
no doubt, be assigned, as there were several 
issues between the attorneys during the trial 
of the case, and various exceptions taken to 
ihe rulings of the court. The motion will be 
argued in due season, and Porter Stocks 
may have another chance to clear himself 
or to escape death by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary. 

Captain Stocks Not Sick. 

It was rumcred on the streets yesterday 
that Captain Stocks, the father of the pris- 
oner, was so unnerved by the verdict of the 
jury that he went to his home exhausted 
and immediately took to his bed. An inves- 

igation of the rumor, however, proved that 
{t was altogether unauthorized. Captain 
Stocks was found in his office by a Consti- 
tution reporter, at No. 84 Peters street, 
busily engaged at his desk, and with the ex- 
ception of a careworn expression about his 
face, in apparently good health. 

„Captain,“ said the reporter, “I suppose 
you were greatly surprised by the verdict of 
the jury yesterday? 

J was, sir.“ came the reply. “I was not 
xpecting such a verdict, for though I 
searcely felt that Porter could be acquitted, 
I ventured to hope, with good reason, that 
the verdict would be pour threat manslaugh- 


ter 

“Ig it true, Captain Stocks,“ asked the re- 
porter, “that your son said on leaving the 
courtroom: ‘Ed Holland is just as guilty as 
I am; one is just as guilty as the other’ ?” 

“No, sir, it is absolutely false. I was with 
Porter from the time he left his chair until 
he quitted the prisoners’ room with the 
bailiff, and such a remark never fell from his 
lips.

He is as free 
from guilt as the angels in heaven.“ 

Acted in Seif-Defense. 

„As for myself I only acted in self-de- 
fense and just as any other man would have 
done in my place. If I am hung, which I 
think will never happen, I shall insist upon 
the scaffold that I fired in order to save my 
own life. I rotice it is stated that I was 
very indifferent when the verdict was ren- 
dered. I was not indifferent by any means, 
and if I appeared so it was only because I 
was conscious of my innocence, and * that 
being acquitted of my own heart I would 
come out all right in the end.”
